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The Succouring of German Jewry. 


LAST Sunday's discussion by the Deputies of the catas- 
trophic German situation revealed a growing impatience on the 
part of many members. We can understand and sympathise 
with their sentiments in view of the deepening tragedy that is 
unfolding before their eyes. And it is as well to remember that 
if gentlemen more or less in touch with leaders feel themselves 
in the dark, and harbour a sense of futility, that situation must 
be aggravated ten-fold in the case of the rank and file who-are 
hundreds of miles removed from the centre. They all realise 
‘hat the first phase of the persecution, as Mr. LEONARD STEIN 
called it, has passed, and that the oppression-system has now been 
consolidated. They look for light on the next phase, and the 
prospect seems bleak and drear, while the information seems 
negative, It was not unreasonable, therefore, on the part of a 
number of Deputies, to clamour for a statement, and although 
we can appreciate the diplomatic necessities that were pleaded 
in reply we would venture an urgent word of warning not to 
press such considerations too far. It is always natural in those 
cucaged in delicate operations to grow excessively tongue-tied, 
‘i to look upon the most inno¢uous information as a dangerous 
rovelation and a colossal faux pas. That is the immemorial 
Way of diplomats. But it cannot be cultivated in such a dis- 
(rossing situation as confronts us to-day. It can only breed 
inrest and dissension, enfeeble our leadership, and create an 
cntirely misleading view of the really devoted and tireless labour 
Which Mr, LASKY, Mr. MONTEFIORE and their colleagues have 
lavished upon their sad task. We would not for a moment 
suggest that it has been their deliberate policy to hold back the 
facts. They are no doubt guided by what they consider wisest 
‘nd safest for the cause we all have at heart. We are only 
isking, in the general interest, that they should temper caution 
With an understanding of the other considerations to which we 
have deemed it our duty to call attention. 

{n another column we print an interview with Mr. LASKI 
‘nd Professor BENTWICH on the subject of their recent tour of 
certain Continental centres. It is a statement which could 
very well have been read to the Deputies, but we are glad to be 
‘1 @ position to give it publicity, It proves that, during what 
looked like an interval of inaction, work of an essential and 
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arduous character has been in progress. The objects of the 
visits were first to re-establish contact with Western European 
Jewish Communities in-order that the activities on behalf of 
German Jews should be co-ordinated, and, secondly, to discover 
from the officers of the League of Nations the possibilities of 
international co-operation in constructive and dAmeliorative 
work. The first of these purposes answers the question we put 
last week. There is unquestionably a great amount of over 
lapping and waste of effort, and probably of money, too, at this 
moment. Plans for this object and that stream from more or 
less ingenious minds, and the more numerous the organisations 
the greater must be the disorganisation. The sooner al! 
these -sthemes are swept up and subjected to the scrutiny of 
responsible parties and the more rapidly a_ rationalised 
machinery, in the shape of a single centralised and authorita- 
tive body, replaces the existing chaos, the better chance will 
there be of beneficial results from all @:e outpouring of 
energy and funds, There are many who would breathe a sigh of 
relief at an announcement that a world conference will be 
called for the purpose, and at the possibility that disorder will 
not be added. gratuitously to our present catalogue of misfor- 
tunes. It is evident, for one thing, that room will have to be 
found, in Palestine largely, and most likely in other countries 
too, for very considerable numbers. of refugees, and some 
encouragement may be gained from the movement to persuade 
the International Labour Organisation to prepare a scheme for 
their settlement in places outside the National Home. We 
hope that this attempt will be successful, and rejoice at the 
emphasis laid by Mr. LASKI on the necessity for ~ constructive 
and ameliorative work” beyond as well as within Germany. 
This task of resettlement is one in which Jews can justly and 
insistently claim international co-operation if the uprising of 
sendiment that we have witnessed means anything at all. 

Nevertheless, while welcoming these efforts at relief. we 
must all be conscious that they do not touch the situation which 
has necessitated them. That still remains; in all its intolerable 
horror, a menace not only to German Jewry, but to Jews the world 
over, Mr. LASKI and his colleague state that they sounded 
opinion as to the chances of raising the question of the Jewish 
persecution before the Council or Assembly of the League under 
Article 11 of the Covenant. For good reasons, ro doubt, they 
offer no hint as to the result of their approaches... We, in 
common with others, have repeatedly made the same proposal. 
We are fully conscious of the obstacles in the way, and we dare 
say some diplomats are not anxious te jeopardise their pacts 
and agreements for the beaux yeur of the Jew. But the 
developments of Nazi policy must one day—and that day not 
long distant—-open their eyes to realities. The outrageous attack 
on Austrian independence, accompanied ‘by the usual reckless 
and brutal features; must reveal to them the true mentality of 
the spiritually up-lifted Hitlerists, and the grave danger it offers 
t» European peace. The disowned Hugenberg Memorandum 
to the Economic Conference exhibits the same peril. To-morrow 
it may be Poland's or Denmark's turn. Then the diplomats 
may Wake upto find that, in Lord Salisbury’s memorable phrase, 
they have ~ backed the wrong horse,’ and that peace is not 
to be obtained by the sacrifice of the Jew. We can only hope 
that our leaders everywhere will keep on urging League action, 
whatever the momentary discouragement, 

The Deputies were also entreated, last Sunday, to sponsor 
the boyeott of Germany. We are in favour of that movementt 
but we do not see that it will be strengthened materially by 
official countenance, and we can understand the feeling of Mr, 
LASKI that more may be lost than gained by such a step. An 
Let the 
Community—every Jew and Jewess among them—uphold ‘it, 
Let them use every ounce of effort in fhe campaign. It is their 
work, their duty. All can strike a blow for their afflicted 
brethren. Let them see to it, and not lay down the weapon 
until Hitlerism is brought to heel and German-Jewry breathes 
freely again in the land it has enriched by its talents and its 
work.

The Lord Mayor's Visit. 

“HORRIBLE TREATMENT OF THE JEWS IN GERMANY.” 

The Lord Mayor of London, Sir Percy Greenaway, 15 bo stranger to 
the Bernhard Baron St. George’s Jewish Settlement, for he visited it last 
year in hiscapacity of Sheriff (writes a JEWISH CHRONICLE representative) ; 
but it was not until Monday evening last that he was able thoroughly to 
explore the vast maze of happy activity that is to be found within the 
Settlement building in Berner Street, Commercial Road, Lb. 

The Warden of the Settlement, Alderman Basil L. Q. Henriques, FF 
and Mra. Henriques, together with the Mavor and Mayoress of Stepney, 
received the Lord Mayor who was accompanied by the Lady Mayoress 
and their sons. Messrs. Alan and Derek Greenaway Bouquets were 
presented by Miss Doris Debensky, and a large crowd gave the civic party 
A rousitin. Wwe loome. 

The visitors, who included Sir Benjamin Drage, Messrs. F. M. 
Guedalila. Sam. Salmon and J. Loewe. Mrs. Reginald Beddington and the 
Misses C. and T. Lynes were .then conducted round the building by 
\iderman and Mrs. Henriques, the tour lasting two-and-a-half hours, 
After inspecting the Guard of Honour of Scouts and Cubs, the party pro 
ceeded to the Infant Welfare Centre where Sir Percy Greenaway played 
with some of the kiddies, and then to the Playroom which was in charge 
of Miss Hannah Hyam. The visitors passed through the Boys’ Club where 
they saw the usual evening activities in full swing, including billiards, 
table-tennis and other Sports and pastimes An Open-air tennis court 
received much praise. The visitors were enteriained to adance of welcome 
by the Brownie Pack, under Miss Jacobs, and afterwards ‘witnessed a 
fine display of drill by the girls. Following a visit to the staff 
quarriers, the party proceeded to the art classes and libraries, 
later witnessing displays in the two gymouasioms, where physical drill 
was demonstrated under Mr. J. Lipshitz and boxing under Mr, Percy Fox, 
A snecession of classes next occupied the vis.tors’ attention; Instruction 
in fir-t-aid, handicrafts, woodwork, cookery, dressmaking laundry work 
and so on \ brief visit followel to the well-kept roof garden, acd 
then came adisplay of drill, ericke? and netball in the large open air 
payground. The party next visited the Old Girls’ Flats and the Mothers’ 
Club, afterwards inspecting the Rest Rooms where artificial sunlight 
treatment is given under expert supervision.

Amid tumultons applause, the Lord Mayor was mad the third 
honorary member of the Oxford and St. George's Clab. the other two 
members being the Duke of Gloucester and Sir Maurice Jenks. ‘The La‘ly 
Mayoress Was at the same time made the first honorary member of the 
Gsiris’ Club. 

The Lord Mayor said, amid laughter, that since he was now a member, 
he could and would speak of “our Cinb.” The Lady Mavoress and him 
self, indeed every one of the large party had enjoyed the somewhat 
lengthy tour immensely. They had been shown a bewildering display of 
work in every shape and form and the recreational side of the Setth 
ment s work, too, was marked by il macnifice nt sense of sportsmanship. 
They were doing fine work in making the world around them better, nobler 
and fiver. As for the horrible treatment of the Jews in’ Germany, he 
hated the very thought of it. In this country, there was a united brothe: 
hood of all the people, all bound together in the one aim of doing ajll they 
possibiy could for each other He conld not speak too highly of the truly 
wonderful work of Mr. Henriques and his wife.

fifty Dears Ago, 
From THE JEWISH CHRONICLE of June 22nd, 1883. 
The Case of Rosenberg vc. Lindo. 


THE Petition of Rosenberg v. Lindo was finally disposed of on Monday 
by Mr. Justice Chitty in the Chancery Division of the High Court of 
Justice. 

THIS was the petition presented for the purpose of obtaining the custody 
of a young Jewess about fifteen years of age, who ran away from her 
father in New York and afterwards from her grandmother at Middles- 
brough, and then entered a Roman Catholic Home at Middlesbrough. 
It may be remembered that Dr. Lacey, the Roman Cathol c Bishop of 
the diocese, and the Lady Superior of the Home were examined 
in court some time since, and from their examination it appeared 
that the girl had been sent to a convent in Paris, but that neither the 
Bishop nor the Lady Superior knew where the girl then was. Mi. 

- Romer, Q.C., and Mr. D. L. Alexander, for the petitioners, admitted 
that an order could not be made on the petition, as the child was no 
longer within the jurisdiction of the Court, but submitted that the 
Lady Superior, who was the only respondent to the petition, ought to 
bear her own costs, as her condnct in abetting the removal of the child 
had caused the failure of the petition. Mr. Macnaghten, Q.C., and Mr. 
Ingle Joyce, for the Lady Superior, contended that she had acted from 
benevolence and charity, as the girl went to the Home in a destitute 
state, and complained of ill-usage by her relatives. Mr. Justice Chitty 
said that although the lady had acted from a high sense of duty and 
benevolent motives, she had refused to deliver up the child to the 
solicitor of the London Committee of Deputies of British Jews, when 
accompanied by the child's grandmother, he demanded the child of 
her, and had assisted in sending the child ont of the jurisdiction of the 
Court, and by her conduét had caused the loss of the child to her 
relatives, and he should therefore dismiss the petition without costs.

_ boycott. It amounts toan embargo applied to a source of revenue 


which has been an increasing mainstay of Austrian finances. 
Germany has no qualms of conscience on the morality of the box 
cott. It boycotts—to kill! And a country with such an id¢e fire 
must be taught that the boycott is a weapon which others can use, 
too! It lies in nobody's mouth to blame Jews, who fly to it not for 
aggression but for defence. Again I am reminded of a French 
saying: Cet animal est tres méchant, Quand or Vattaque a se 
defend! The Jew, too, is pictured as a very wicked animal because 
when he is attacked, he defends himself. Well, | hope he will go on 
being “ wicked” in thissense. Let the Jew defend hiimself. and bid 
defiance to the blatant livpocrisy which censors him for it. 


HERE is only one caution he must lay to heart. Having put his 
hand to the boycott, he must not turn back.

cin.—It is probably a perilous proceeding to attempt to intervene in 
a polemic between the Pulpit and the Press. This is, however, a risk 
hich must be undertaken in view of ** Watchman’s'’ indictment of a 
eortain Jewish preacher,’ in a recent issue of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE.

\merican Jewish Congress, which has just been published, expresses 
the opinion that Jews the world over must take common counsel 
and forge instruments of world-wide dimensions to — counteract the 
rising tide of medievalism.”

Most of the report is devoted to discussion of the situation of the 
Jews of Germany, Since the rise of Hitlerism in Germany, It is 
pointed out that the Congress has given virtually all its attention to 
the Jewish position there, and since February of 1933 the Adminis 
trative Committee has been in continuous session in order to deal 
with this problem. 

The veport takes note of the rising tide of anti-Semitism in 
\ustria and states that the situation there ts fraught with considet 
able danger. The is expressed that the 
Government is apparently determined to suppress any manifestation 
on the part of the Nazis to establish a counterpart of the Hitler 
regime im Austria,

rhe report pays tribute to the liberal spirit evinced by Britain, 
France, Holland, Belgium, Switzerland and Scandinavia in condemn 
ing Hitler antiSemitism, and in offering havens of refuge to the 
Jewish victims of Hitlerism.

Poland is condemned for failing to make the necessary economik

Refutation in Facts and Figures. 


our. Correspondent.—WARSAW. | 
A remarkable*report of great interest to Jews and non-Jew: 
alike and demonstrating conclusively how little criminality there.is 
among Jews as compared with others in a given country, has been 
compiled by Professor Hersch, of Geneva, and published by the 
Jewish Scientific Institute of Vilna. The Report dealing, with one 
important omission, with all aspects of criminality in Poland, covers 
the three years 1928-1925. 

In 1923, the Report states, 131,296 crimes were committed. 
736 being by Jews, a percentage of 5.9. 
was 4.9; and in 1925, 4.6. 
constitute 10.5 per cent. 


7; In 1924 the percentage 
Of the population of Poland, Jews actually 


Of every 10,000 non-Jews, the number of criminals was: 1923. 
00.8; 1924, 72.1; 1925, 72.6. But of every 10,000 Jews, the number 
was: 1923, 27.2; 1924, 31.8; 1925, 29.6. 

We find that the crime rate among Jews is half the normal 
figure, or that the crime rate among non-Jews is twice the figure of 
that among Jews. 

What crimes are Jewish criminals guilty of? Are they different 
from those of non-Jews? The Polish Criminal Code differentiates 
between three types of crime: (a) Crimes against the welfare of 
society; (b) crimes against the personal rights of the individual! ;

ATROCITIES IN JUNE. 
The Terror Has Not Ceased. 


A Jew Bayonetted in the Stomach. 


‘From our Correspondent.—WARSAW.]| 


Though his agents are using all possible means to convince the 
world that Hitler has “ softened down” his anti-Jewish policy, new 
lists have reached Warsaw of fresh arrests, floggings and beatings 
of.Polish Jews in Germany. I have before me two absolutely 
reliable lists containing almost a hundred cases of Hitlerist barbarity, 
a large number of which have been committed in.Pune, when people 
outside really began to think that the Nazis had actually abandoned 
their inhuman work. The first of the lists deals with some seventy 
cases of cruelties against Polish Jews which have taken place in 
various German localities prior to May 15th. The second enumerates 
terrorism after that date. 

BERLIN.—-Chaim Kamil, arrested by Nazis and taken to hoepenick 
Prison where he was kept for three days. He was beaten with a leaden 
whip over the head and with an iron bar over the shoulders. Bleeding 
severely, he was ordered to wash and sign a statement saying that he 
was treated kindly. On top of this he was ordered to pay thirty-one 


‘ marks for food he had consumed “ during his comfortable stay in prison.”’ 


David Weinstok was arrested by uniformed Nazis and taken to the 
police station where he was flogged and beaten so severely that he had to 
he sent to a hospital for treatment. Abraham Tenenbaum was attacked 
amd beaten by the Nazis in his own home. Jacob Weiden was attacked 
in his shop by~a number of uniformed S.A. men and beaten severely. 
While bleeding he was forced to dance for the amusement of his persecutors. 
Joseph Wetches. was taken out of his house, put into a car and driven to 
some unknown place where he was beaten and robbed of his belongings. 
Similar treatment was given to another Berlin Jew named Samuel! 
brenier.. The shop of J. Schenid was demolished by Nazis, the police 
looking ou, and the owner was beaten. . 

BoTTrRorP.—Moses Redisch,; arrested, beaten and robbed of his 
property. 

CHEMNITZ.— Jacob Pfeffers, arrested and ‘beaten at the Brown House. 
The same happened to three brothers, Hery, Oswald and Jacob Hertog. 

DUISBERG.— Here three Jews Were arrested by the Nazis and beaten 
till they were unconscious, 

DRESDEN.~—Joseph Weiner and Frailein Haspelowna arrested by 
Nazis and beaten, 

DUSSELDORF,—Aaron Goldwasser, arrested and robbed of his belong- 
ngs under threat of revolvers put to his head. Two other Jews Eckstein 
and Groswald were arrested and beaten. Besides these Herschel Teitel- 
baum and Judka Bromer received warnings from the police that they 
should leave the country because “their presence endangers the grave 
economic interests of Germany.” 

ESSEN.—Several Nazis broke into the shop of Mandel Parness taking 
away goods to the value of about 100 marks, Other Nazis arrested and 
mishandled the Jew David Feldman. 

FRANKFURT.—Several Nazis broke into the flat of Pinkus Schimla and 
Leib Dzialkowski and took away their passports after insulting their 
owners, 

GELSENKIRCHEN.—Samuel Nussbaum was robbed of his belongings 
after arrest by uniformed Nazis. Another Jew, Mordke Leib Friedler, a 
jurniture dealer, was compelled by Nazis to put-a sofa on a wheel-barrow 
outside his shop and take it along to a former customer, a Nazi. He had 
to drag the barrow all along the streets while one of the Nazis sat on it 
and called out various insulting names. This he had to do until he fainted 
under the floggings of the driver. Afterwards he was put into the same 
barrow unconscious and beaten again, 

GLEIWITZ.—Abraham Rotenstein was attacked by Nazis while the 
police looked on, refusing to intervene. Another Jew attacked by Nazis 
was Eljah Klischman. 

KARSLRUHE.—Eizig Spielman, arrested by Nazis, and despite the 
‘ntervention of the Polish Consul, is still kept in gaol without any charge 
whatever against him. 

LEIPZIG.—-Simon Klipschetin was arrested by Nazis and, despite his 
cld age (he is 69), was beaten by them mercilessly. The same was done 
to Jacob Linden, Charles Ostreger and Wolf Hausman. 

MUNSTER.—Marcus Binenstock taken outside the town by a group of 
Nazis and there beaten and left in the field bleeding. 

MUNCHEN.—Jacob Muckenbrun, Schlojme Przybylski, David Wilken- 
feld and Kohn and his family arrested by Nazis and still kept in gaol. 

Similarly a number of Jews were arrested at Koln, Ulm, Mannheim, 
Oberhausen, Worms and many other localities. All of them were 
heaten after the arrests and subjected to cruel treatment by the 

azis. Even in German Upper Silesia where the Jews come under 
the Convention protecting the minorities, Jews were attacked and beaten 
while the League went on discussing the petition sent to it by a Silesian 


Jew. In Breslau. Jechiel Levkovitch was arrested and beaten 


revolver butts, taken to hospital where the doctor refused to accept | 
and did not even attend to his bleeding wounds. J. Schein was sear. | 
and beaten in front of the police, Aubin Rosenfeld was beaten by a gro 
of Nazis with sticks and whips on his face and head. His teeth w: 
methodically knocked ont with a stick. The house of Chil Kilstein » 
robbed by Nazis, the police refusing to intervene. 

All the above belong to the lists of cruelties against Polish Jew 
committed before the 15th May. But I have a fresh list showing 
large number of cruelties after that date. Some as late as June t! 
6th. From Essen the Polish Consul reports that he was compelled t. 
intervene on the 3rd of June on behalf.of sixteen Polish Jews wh. 
had been maltreated in various inhuman ways by Nazis at the end 
of May. Andon the 3lst of May he wrote to the German authoritie- 
protesting against the attacks made ona Polish Jew named May: 
Rosenzweig, of Kdéln. teturning home about midnight he woe 
attacked by two Nazis in S.S. uniforms who threw him to the grou 
and started beating him because they said “he is friendly wit! 
a German girl.’ Maver got up and tried to jump into a bus. Bu 
he was dragged down with the help of a policeman and taken to th: 

srown House where he was beaten again. Oneof the Nazis kicked 
him in the face and another drew a bayonet and stuck it int: 
his stomach. He was later.let free, but being very weak he walk 
slowly out of the house and was again caught by one of his attacker- 
who kicked him between the legs so that he fell down unable to mov: 
He had to stay in hospital for a.week and has only. just come ov 
and reported his case. 

On the 25rd of May a Jew named Schnitzer was arrested by 
Nazis at Arnsberg and taken to the Brown House.

A warning to world Jewry that unless they call a halt to anti-German 
propaganda reprisals will be taken on the Jews in Germany has been issued 
by the VoeL_kiscuer Beopacuter.

A special boycott 
placard is being distributed to all firms in Berlin by messengers, who ask 
that it should be displayed in the shop in a prominent place... Jewish firme, 
too, are asked to display the placard, which consists of a drawing, showin, 
the sun rising over a big Swastika, with the inscription below : Cierman 
people buy German goods.’ Many firms add that they deal only in goods 
made by German Aryans. At the same time, the Government is perturbed 
at the fall in exports and the effect of the boycott of German goods by Jews 
abroad. Many German industries are now beginning to feel the boyeott, 
It is quite likely that the Government will again proclaim an official anti- 
Jewish boycott, such as was tried on April Ist, in an attempt to force Jews 
abroad to call off the campaign against German trade.

Purifying the Fount of Justice. 

The Berlin National Socialist Law Association has resolved that Presidents 
of law courts should be dismissed or subjected to disciplinary punishment 
if they allow Jewish lawyers to appear in their courts as State Defenders 
for poor people who are unable to brief a lawyer, or as executors of wills, 
declaring that such action would be contrary to the spirit of the Government, 
which is se ‘king to evict all Jews from the (,erman legal profession and 
the law eourts. 

In Frankfort sixty-eight Jewish officials and employees have been 
dismissed from the Municipal offices and sixty-seven Jewish lawyers have 
been refused permission to practise in the Courts. 

The well-known Socialist leader and ex-Minister of Justice, Advocate 
Otto Landsberg, has been prohibited from practising as a lawyer in Berlin, 
although his record of service in the War and the fact that he practised 
as a lawyer before August Ist, 1914, entitled him to exemption from the 
anti-Jewish restrictions. Advocate Landsberg was born a Jew, but many 
vears ago he left the Jewish Community and declared himself Aonfessionslos, 
This has not saved him. 

There is little hope of Jewish lawyers again entering a German law court 
to practrce their profeasion, even if they belong to the category recently 
declared as ** permitted to appear in court cases,’ the Prussian Ministry 
of Justice having announced that it does not intend to publish a list of per- 
mitted Jewish lawyers. The announcement means that Jewish lawyers, even if 
‘* permitted,” will not in practice be able to appear, unless they can prove 
they are really admitted under the new regulations. The publication of an 
official list would have saved them from this necessity. 

In’ Baden a questionnaire has been circulated to all legal officials, re- 
quiring them to give details ef their parents and grandparents. Every official 
is required to sign the following declaration :—** 1 am not aware, although 
| have made careful investigation, that there are any circumstances that 
could justify the assumption that I am of non-Aryan origin. In particular, 
neither of my parents and none of my grandparents belonged to the Jewish 
race or at any time adhered to the Jewish religion. I am aware that I am 
subject to exclusion or that my appointment to an official position later 
may be contested if this declaration is not in accordance with the facts.” 


Aryanising the Hospitals. 

The Breslau University Clinical Association has posted notices on the 
University notice boards warning students “ to avoid all intercourse with 
Jewish students.”’ 

All functionaries in the Red Cross, including nurses, must be Aryans, 
according to an agreement concluded by the German Red Cross with Dr. 
Hocheisen, the representative of the Federal Ministry of the Interior. 

A striking confirmation of reports of disorganisation in hospitals, 
following on the wholesale dismissal of Jews, is provided by~an official 
invitation to “* Aryan ”’ doctors made by the Berlin Municipaiity for applice- 
tions to fill numerous vacancies in Municipal hospitals. The shortage of 
doctors is said to be felt severely, as there are not enough ‘ Aryans ”’ to fill 
the vacant posts. Several Provincial hospitals, unable to find ‘‘ Aryan”’

Rabbi Simon found the jewel and 
returned it on the thirty-first day. The Empress was surprised and 
asked him if he were not acquainted with the terms of the proclama 
tion. The Rabbi informed her that he was. but that in returning 
the lost property he did not desire to be influenced by the hope of 
reward or the fear of punishment, but solely by the love of God. 
Whereupon the Empress eried out, ~ Blessed be the God of the 
Jews!” 

Just as the Sanctification of God's Name is a high ideal, so its 
opposite, the Profanation of God's Name, 1s a grievous offence. Any 
conduct on the part of a Jew which brings discredit on the Jewish 
name deserves wholehearted condemnation and is contrary to the 
best Jewish teaching. In particular the Code Books stress the 
heinousness of questionable conduct in business, especially where 
non-Jews are concerned, 

The times are out of joint. There is a call for a re-statement 
of our views in all spheres of thought—politics, economics, religion. 
We need a new orientation in regard to the ancient laws, However 
they be formulated in modern terms, it is pretty certain that the 
doctrine of the sanctification of God's Name will be specially stressed 
and will appeal to the vast majority of Jews as the root of the matter,

Professor Reinhardt replied that he could not say. detinjtels 
whether he would dr not, his future plans being in “ the lap.of the 
vods so to speak. 

Thirteen months ago, he told me, he gave up the management 
of the Deutsches Theater in Berlin. At that time, it will be recalled, 
he happened to be in London ; and his resignation caused consider, 
iiie consternation among the public in general and the Theatre 
world in particular. The newspapers gave a great deal of publicity 
to the news. 

“At the end of Jaly.” he went on: “I am going to Salzburg, in 
\ustria, for the production of Goethe's * Faust, and 1 intend stay 
ng there until September. It has been given there for the last 
ourieen years. Professor Reimmbhardt, by the way, has been 
responsible for all these past productions, and, in fact, for the idea 
of the festival itself when it was first inaugurated. 

l asked him whether he had thought of taking up permanent 
esidence in this country. He replied that he had not yet come to 
any detinite decision in the matter. 

We then discussed the subjeet of the Jewish persecutions in 
Germany. “Iam proud, very proud indeed,” he said, “to belong to 
the Jewish race—a race from which have emanated the most beauti- 
i psalms which are sung in both the Catholic and Protestant 
Churches. One can justly claim to be proud to belong to a people 
which has given so much to the culture of humanity at large. The 
lew.sh people have suffered terribly throughout the ages and are 
undergoing a terrible ordeal just now, but I am convinced that they 
will come through all this welter of persecution and privation and 
‘hat they will outlive it all.

Labour Organisation. 


The General Jewish Labour Federation, organised in 1920, with 4.433

The Officials’ Union and the Union 
of Railway, Post Telegraph and Telephone Employees ave affiliated with 
the Federation, and these unions have some 500 Arab members. who are 
not included in the total membership of the Federation as given above 

lhe Federation is responsible, through its Sick Fund. for supervising: the 
health of its members and of their dependents. It maintains Labon 
hanes in the towns and Viliaves, and has encouraved this 
initiation of a number of co operative enterprises in Various flelds, 

The percentage of JOWwSs ¢ mployed on Government and Muni ipal 
public works continued low, though some slight mprovemant was notice 
able as the year progre (pile stion of a formula ce Sif ned to 
the proportion of Jewish labour to be emphoyed on public works into som 
relation with the proportion of public revenue contributed by the Jewish 
population (as suggested in the Prime Minister's letter to Dr. Weizmann) 
was under discussion between the Palestine Government and the Jewish 
Agency during the year, and agreement was reached on a figure of 36.6 
per cent, for the Jewish contribution to public revenues (exclusive of 
railways, telephone services, etc.). The proportion of Jews employed on 
public works during the year was, however, far below this figure, and on 
the railways continued as low as 12 per cent., though the proportion of 
the wages bill paid to Jewish labour was usually slightly higher than the 
numcrical proportion, since the Jews « mploye don Government works are 
mamly skilled workers, 

The Land. 

The Jewish National Fund (Keren Keyemeth Leisrae)) acquired during 
the year ended September 30th, 1952, 8.279 metric dunams of agricultural 
laml. of which 4,720 dunams were in the Vale of Jezreel, 5,544 dunaims in 
the Maritime Viatn,. and 15 dunams in Galilee The land in the Iimek has 
heen assigned, for the most part, to existing settlements, where a land 
shortage had been noticeable. These purchases bring the total area -of 
agricultural land in the posession of the Jewish National Fund up to 
"95.969 dunams, almost the whole of which has beeen allotted for setth 
ment. There is a balance of 61,000 dunams, of which 51,600 are situated 
in the Haifa Bay area, and are reserved for gradual development as an 
urban area as the town of Haifa expands, while 26,000 dunams are rocky 
land fit only for afforestation, which is proceeding steadily. At the 
request of the Palestine Government, 5,000 dunams of National Fund 
land in the Wady Hawareth area were leased to former Bedouin squatters 
for a period of eighteen months. The Jewish National Fund continued its 
drainage work in the Haifa Bay area and in Wady Hawareth; water- 
towers were constructed in Kfar Baruch and Sarid, and water supplies 
installed or wells sunk in four other new colonies, Forty-six houses were 
constructed by the Fund in two new Yemenite settlements. 

Trial shipment of eggs and tomatoes to England were organised by 
the Thnuva from several Jewish Agency settlements, and the Eapire 
Marketing Board reported that the general appearance and quality of these 
products were very satisfactory, and that, given some minor improvements 
in packing and grading, a market could be found for them in England. 
Crops in the Jewish Agency settlements were generally good, though 
cereal crops in the Jordan Valley settlements failed for the third year in 
succession. Potatoes, table-grapes and grape-fruit all gave good results, 
and found a ready market, as did the first yields from the citrus-groves in 
Magdiel, Ramataim, and several other colonies. 

The “Thousand Family Plan.”’ 

This plan is being executed jointly by the Palestine Economic 
Corporation (which is responsible for the construction of buildings and 
the installation of water-supply), and the Palestine Emergency Funa 
(which is responsible for the plantation side of the venture). During 1932, 
candidates were selected for colonisation under the scheme, which pro- 
vides for the settlement of experienced agricultural workers, with a littl» 
money of their own, in the neighbourhood of the larger plantation colonies, 
in which they may find work in the interval before an economic retura 
can be expected from their own plantations. Four hundred and twenty- 
seven families have already been selected under this scheme, each of them 
investing £P.31, which is supplemented by credits of £P.105 from the 
Palestine Economic Corporation and of £P.25 from the Palestine Emergeney. 
Fund. The construction of buildings was begun in August, 1932, each 
settler being provided with a two-roomed house and stable. Plantation. 
also well under way, 888 dunams having been planted by the end of the 
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vear, and preparatory work, ¢.g., deep ploughing, levelling, etc., carried 
out for groves to be planted in the spring of 1955. 

The Soil Research Department of the Experiment Station at Rehoboth, 
brought its ten years of fleld experiments in questions of sowing-times, 
organic and chemical manuring, etc., to a satisfactory conclusion, and as 
soon as the laboratory experiments following on the field work are com. 
pleted. it is intended to publish a monograph on the subject. The seed 
selection department continued to supply. to an increasing extent, high 
quality seeds to private farmers and tothe Jew ish Agency settlements. 
Experiments in potato-growing proved extremely snecessful (with 
varieties imported from Scotland and Ireland), and might have far-reac h- 
ing effects on Palestine’s export trade but for the difficulties inherent in 
the high import duties imposed in the English market. In pursuance of 
the resolution adopted by the Board of Governors of the Hebrew Univer- 
sitv at its meeting in August, 1982, the Station appointed representatives 
to serve on a Joint Committee with re presentatives of the University for 
the purpose of discussing and working out a syllabus for the Agricultural 
School of the University to be opened, under Dr, Weizmann’s direction, 
in the autumn of 1955. 

The Women's International Zionist Organisation cantinued its 
valuable work of training immigrant girls in agriculture, and in domestic 
science. A new training farm for girls at Ness Ziona was opened during 
1932, providing a two years’ course in all branches of agricultural and 
domestic science for 120 pupils, of whom 30 Were in residence at the end 
of the year. The farm property extends over 40) dunams, with 980 
dunams of orange grove; it has a herd of 16 head of thoroughbred cattle 
and is well equipped technically. The total cost of the farm when com- 
plete d is estimated at £P.21,000, 

The progress of citriculture has. been a marked feature of the year, 
which saw the planting of a further 20,000 dunams of citrus groves, 
bringing the total area under citrus up to approximately 100.000 dunams. 
()wners and planters of groves are drawn from all sections of the popula- 


tion, both in Palestine and abroad. Citrus exports are increasing 
at the rate of about one million casés a year, a total of 4,400,000 


cases being exported in the last season (October, 1932, to March, 1955), 
in view of the extension of citriculture, which is dependent upon 
efficient irrigation, the question of Palestine’s water supply becomes more 
urgent from yvear to year. The digging of small wells by hand is an 
expensive and uneconomic’ process, and the Palestine Mortgage and 
Credit Bank, in co-operation with the PICA, have accordingly undertaken 
a survey of the whole question, and have, on the advice of a distinguished 
Arerican geologist, purchased a large drilling machine and trained the 
necessary staff for its operation: Wells drilled with this machine have a 
capacity of some 250 cubic metres per hour, and are capable of irrigating 
1.500 dunaims of land. as against the 150-200 dunams irrigated by the small 
hand-drilled Further progress in irrigation is indicated by the 
decision of the Palestine Electric Corporation to reduce its charges fo.

Building 
construction in the town made marked progress during the year unde 
review, the area under building works amounting to 128,000 square 
metres, or roughly double the area during the previous year. 
In Haifa development was also rapid, largely owing to the stimulation of 
industry and building construction consequent upon the approaching 
completion of the harbour works and the beginning of the works in con- 
nection with the oil pipe-line and its accompanying railway line. Much 
shipping. trade is being attracted to Haifa, especially in oranges, which 
can be much more easily handled in the harbour than in the open road. 
stead of Jaffa. Most of Haifa's industries were working to capacity 
during the year. Thirty-four new shops were erected by Jews, as com.- 
pared with twenty in 19351. In Jerusalem there was a marked expansion

The Funeral. 


SEVENTY THOUSAND MOURNERS, 

‘From our Correspondent.— JERUSALEM. | 
Never before in the history of Eretz Yisrael has a larger crowd 
vathered than on the occasion of the funeral of Dr. Arlosoroff on 
Sunday last when 70,000 people paid their last tribute to the latest 
of Jewry’s martyrs. All sections of the population including British 
aud Arabs, united in condemning the cold-blooded crime which has 
shocked the whole country. The entire Consular Corps, all the 
Directors of Government and many oflicials, the Arab Mayor of 
Jaffa and other notables, and the High Commissioner's Aide-de-Camp 
attended, and representatives of all parties were present, constitut- 
ing the most solemn and the most remarkable demonstration of 
homage to the dead leader. Speeches were delivered by Mr, Berl 
Kaznelson, Editor of THE DAvar, Mr. Dizengoff and Mr. Ussishkin, 
and there were distressing scenes of grief. All work was stopped 
for the funeral throughout the Yishuv, and the schools were closed 

for the day. 


There is a sad commentary on the tragedy in a speech which 
lv. Arlosoroff delivered a short time back at the funeral of the nine 
\ear old Jewish boy Jacoby, who, with his father, a colonist in 
Nahalal, was killed by a bomb thrown into their house by unknown 
assailants. Dr. Arlosoroff demanded that the Government of 
lulestine should take energetic steps to ensure public securily in 
the country, to put a stop to these terroristic outbreaks. 

Dr. Arlosoroff was born in the Ukraine in 1899, but he lived in Ger- 
iiany from the age of six till he went to settle in Palestine in 1924. He 
was one of the founders and the theoretician of the Hitachdut Section of 
the Zionist Labour Movement, which recently merged in the United 
/ionist Labour Party. He made a special study of economic questions ; 
ul in 1923, in which year he was elected a member of the Financial 
and Economie Committee of the Zionist Organisation, he published a 
)roposal for raising an international loan for financing the Jewish recon- 
struction work in Palestine. He was elected to the Executive at the last 
‘ongress, held in 1931. To put an end to the” trench warfare '’ which for 
Wo years after the unfortunate events of 1929 had marred English and 
Jewish relations in Palestine was his first object and, thanks in iarge 
‘measure to his happy personal relations with the High Commissioner, 
ie did contrive to establish a much better understanding. ‘Thorgh he 
‘earnt English comparatively late he wrote and spoke it welland had a 
happy gift of epigram. It was he who said that the Jews compla’ned to 
the British Government of sins of omission and Commissions.

Statement of Policy for Congress. 


TRIBUTES TO DR. ARLOSOROFF. 

\ Conference to decide the poli vy of the Zionist Federation of 
Great Britain and Ireland at the forthcoming Zionist Congress 
was held at the Whitehall Rooms, Hotel Metropole, W.C., on Sunday 
last. 

‘I he Conference We attended, and the \ isitors were 
Mr. iskel. Honorary Commissioner for South Africa in Palestine, 
Mr. Abrahams of Seuth Africa, and- Dr. Nahum Goldman and Mr. 
Skolnik tboth members ot the Actions Committee}, The Rey. J. K 
GOLDBLOOM, Chairman of the Executive. presided. 

Mr. NAnHUM Soxonow., President of the Zionist Organisation and 
of the Jewish Agency, spoke of the devotion with which the late Dr. 
\rlosoroff had applied himself to bis task as Head of the Palestine 
Executive, and to the great tact and ability which he displayed in 
his relations with the Palestine Administration. Inthis connection 
rel rred LO a letter ot condolen whi hy had been eived from 
the High Commissioner paying tribute to the dead leader. 

Professor SELIG BRODETSKY, in his tribute, mentioned that Dr, 
Arlosoroff was the voungest member of the Executive. being onl 
thirty-four. He was not only the most brilliant of the voung leaders 
in the Movement. but the soul of lovalts Ile was also one of the 
most energetic meu whom he had ever met as well us One of the 
most courageous. In the vear 1931 when the Labour Party joined 
the Executive, it was only natural that Artosoroff should be included 
in it. and his-accessiow was undoubtedly a source of great. strength. 
He enjoved the full confidence both of the High Commissioner and 
the Colonial Secretary, who felt thatin him the Movement possessed 
one of its greatest sources of power whose loss they mourned with 
them. The deepest sympathy went out to lis family in the terrible 
tragedy which had,overtaken them. 

The Conference stood in silent tributeto Thy Arlosoroff s memory. 

After the Rev. Mr. Goldbloom had extended a welcome to those 
assembled, Professor BRODETSKY delivered an address. He began 
hy stressing the special significance which attached to that meeting 
us a result of the évents in Germany. He declared that steps must 
be taken which would be fundamentally different from those to 
which thev had been accustomed for centuries in regard to the 
fortunes of their people. - The coming Congress, lre said, would be 
one by which their Movement andtheir people would be judged. Could 
Zionism, that was to say could the Jewish people, rise tothe occasion 
ad ensure that anything that was done in connection with the help 
that was rendered to their brethren in Germany should not take the 
form only of a sort of relief, but take the form of re-building. upon 
a constructive and permanent basis, the lives of their German 
brethren who could escape from Germany and whom they could 
take into Palestine? It would be one of the most important 
functions of the coming Congress to show that Palestine was 
capable of answering that problem to a considerable extent and 
in « permanent and constructive manner. “This Congress, in 
spite of the many pre-occupations of humanity,’ he went on, 
“must make it clear that the Jewish problem is one of the 
great problems which humanity niust face. There is a special 
responsibility weighing upon us in connection with the work of the 
next few months, and it is of particular importance that we should 
go to the Congress knowing what we want and prepared to demand 
it in the most effective mauner. The solution of the Jewish 
problem was the segregation of the Jewish world in one territory to 
the greatest possible extent. Therefore, when they met at the 
Congress they must appeal to the nations and they must 
demand two things. First, the Jew must have perfect

Dealing with the proposed Legislative Council, Professor Brodets 
saul they were convinced that the machinery proposed in relati 
to this problem would only produce chaos, misfortune and troubh! 
but machinery was one thing. The more important thing was t! 
spirit behind the machinery. and it must be made clear to eve: 
body that they would not allow themselves to be reduced in Pal: 
tine to the position of a legalised minority. In this connection he 
felt that they had the right to request that asthe Jewish propo: 
tion in Palestine increased from day to day not merely in numbers 
but in economic and cultural importance, they should also have the 
right to expect that the participation of Jews in the machinery o! 
government should be far more obvious than it had been up the 
present. They mustappeal to the sritish Government, hesaid,to unde) 
stand that the absorptive capacity of the country was measured anil 
calculated by the extent to which Jews could look upon Palestine 
us the land which meant everything to them in the future. The 
Executive found itself fore ed to a cept the 5,500 certificates for the 
next six months, but they must protest against that way of calcu

Professor Brodetsky also referred to that class of Jew who was 
prevented from entering Palestine because he had not got the 
requisite sum, and urged that they must askthe Government to reduce 
the amount required for entry into Palestine. He said it would 
have been quite impossible for the Zionists in this country to have 
undertaken special activities in relation to the German situation 
At the same time he thought he was right in saving that the 
influence of Zionist opinion in regard to these activities had no! 
been wanting. He was very sorry indeed that their communal! 
journal, THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, had seen fit to suggest that the 
Zionist representatives upon the Allocation Committee understood 
Palestinian needs very well, and had asked would the whole 
Committee understand the whole of the situation in Germany. Wé4 
Zionists,’ he said, “ are something else before we are Zionists. We 
are Jews ; and no Zionist has ever yet been found wanting in under 
standing the problems of the Jews in all countries where the, 
live.’ They must see to it that the great intellectual power which 
Germany had cast out from its midst should not be merely waste 
and trodden in the mud. 

Professor Brodetsky, in concluding, said they had a history o! 
4,000 vears. During that history they had done great things and given 
humanity its greatest ideals. Palestine must be a land of Jewish 
spiritual life. It must contain such a synthesis of the traditions of 
the past and the ideals of the future as to make it a land in whic! 
Jews of all classes could live together in common amity.

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Art Exhibitions. 
ARTHUR SZYK: A GREAT ARTIST. 

It is seldom that one can apply the epithet “great” with any 
show of moderation to an artist during his life-time, and even less 
after only one exhibition. Yet I have no hesitation whatever in 
applying it to Arthur Szyk; and if I had not his catalogue by me 
as | write this, I should be tempted to conclude that I had dreamed 
his exhibition instead of seeing it. Mr. Szyk, whois a Polish Jew from 
Lodz, is an illuminator of manuscripts. In his exhibition at the 
International Art Galleries, 33, St. James's Street, he shows 122 pages, 
forty-five of them being the Statute of Kalisz, the “ Magna Charta ” 
granted to Polish Jewry in 1264. Another forty-two are concerned with 
Washington and his times,.and the remainder are illustrations to 
Ludwig Lewisohn’s novel “ The Last Days of Shylock,” ~ The Epic 
of Simon Bolivar,’ “ Le Chanson de Roland” and the Covenant of 
the League of Nations. It will be seen therefore that although Mr. 
Szyk is working in a medium that lapsed into desuetude in Europe 
in the Middle Ages he is frequently dealing with subject matter that 
was spiritually non-existent when the art of illumination used to 
be practised. Not the least remarkable thing therefore about this 
quite incredible exhibition is that Mr. Szyk, when called upon to do so, 
has undoubtedly expressed the spirit of Bolivar, of Washington and of 
Woodrow Wilson (and all the new tendencies that they represented) 
in his illuminations. The Washington Series is almost uncanny in 
this respect, and makes it difficult to believe that this form of art was 
not a normal means of expression in America in the 18th Century. 
Yet it is to the Statute of Kalisz that the palm must be given, for it 
combines text with illustration quite as perfectly as any medieval 


manuscript. One does not know’ whether to admire more the 
wealth of imagery and magnificence of colour or the finely 


wrought lettering and“ the minute detail. The minuteness of 
detail is. indeed. so amazing that one finds it difficult to 


credit that Mr. Szyk works 
am assured that this is so. 
too. is almost faultless. 


without a magnifving glass. Yet I 
Mr. Szyk's sense of design and pattern, 
and his variety of composition (particularly 
in the Washington set) seems endless. In conclusion, one can only 
that if one were making a representative collection of the 
greatest illuminated manuscripts ever executed (‘including the best 
of Persia), one would have to include Mr. Szvk’s—and there would 
be no need to apologise for their presence. 
Dr. Littmann’s Collection. 

- At the Beaux Arts Gallery in Bruton Place there are fifty-eight 
paintings that can be broadly classified as “ Ecole de Paris.” They 
ure selected from the large collection of Dr. Littmann of Breslau, 
who has been compelled by the Hitlerist persecution to break up 
the collection to which he has devoted his life. Lucien Adrion’s 
“ Procession sur le Pont” is cleverly drawn, and Louis Bouquet's 
“ Portrait de | Artiste” is a nobly-built head, -with a subtle mouth, 
vet failing in realisation of the chin. Cezanne’s lithograph 
* Baignenses ” is charming, and the same may be said of Per Krogh’s 
“ Compagnons de Chasse,’ which has an added touch of amusement. 
There is strength in Frans Masereels “Un matelot et sa femme,” 
and Carlo Mense’s “Jeune femme endormie’™ is a well composed 
fantasy, though raw in colour and with arms that are badly drawn 
for noapparent reason. Roland Oudot’s “Nature morte dans un bois’ 
has a nice tonal scheme and is well painted, but the right-hand side 
is meaningless as part of the whole. Severinis ~ Pierrot” is an 
umusing and pleasant bit of painting, and there are some charming 
Utrillos. Quite the most interesting picture, however, is an early 
Viaminck, ~ Village au Printemps,” showing the heavy impasto and 
bright colours which he soon abandoned for the more subtle drama 
of’ Maison sur la Rue.” The exhibition closes at the Beaux Arts 
Gallery to-morrow and will then be transferred to the Whitechapel 
Art Gallery. S. 


Highbury Home for Friendless Children. 
- — 
ANNUAL REPORT. 

The following is an abstract of: the Annual Report of the Committee 
for 1952-33 of the Highbury Home for Friendless Children and Jewish 
Domestic Training Home, 30 and 32, Highbury Grove, N. : 

Trade depression and reduced grants have made the last twelve months an 
anxious time for the Committee, and if the work its to be continued in an 
efficient manner, more financial support must be forthcoming. Every possible 
economy has been efiected, and to make further reductions would defeat the 
obiects for which the charity stands. Thereis a long waiting list. The Com. 
mittee has long felt the need in the Community for trained cooks, housekeepers 
and nursery purses. The Highbury Home is eminently suitable for a training 
school. and with this end in view changes have been made inthe organisation. It 
is part of the scheme to instruct girls from the age of 14 in all branches 
of domestic work. During the last .few vears, countless Jewish Mmstitutions 
have found the utmost difficulty in securing the services of woman skilled in 
housecraft, and it is haped that when the school becomes more widely known 
it will help to meet this demand. There is a similar dearth of trained children’s 
nurses. The Committee have secured the valuable co-operation of Dr. Schwartz 
and Dr. Freeman who have kindly undertaken to give lectures in Hygiene and 
There are now in the Home twenty girls whose ages range from 5 
to l4. For seven of these congenial homes have already been found: four others 
are being kept on for training in the domestic home, and it is hoped places wil! 
be found forthe remaining nine. At the end of March 1933, there were in 
residence at the Home 40 babies in addition to the 20 girls. The report concludes 
witha tribute of thanks tothe Aid Societies, to the donors of gifts, the organisers 
of entertainments, and to all who had helped the work of the institution. 

The Home has now been organised as a training college for nursery 
nurses and domestic instruction. The scheme has been in force for three 
months. Seven Jewish probationers are already in residence and 
applications from others are being received.

JeEwisH COOKERY. 


Jams, Jellies and Preserves. 


THE making of jams, jellies and preserves does not require much ski)! 
but in order to get the best results it is essential to pay attention to a fey 
important details. 

General Hints. 

1. Use an aluminium or heavily enamelled iron preserving pan, 1), 
not have the pan more than three-parts full, or the jam will boil over, 

2. Stir with a wooden spoon. 

3. Grease the bottom of the pan with a little oil; this will help 
prevent the jam from sticking. 

4 Allow fruit to come to the boil before adding the sugar, 
steadily and quickly ; skim well and stir frequently. 

5. Pot in heated dry jars. Tie down at once and, when cold, stor 
adry, airy cupboard. 

Pectin. 

The success of the jam or jelly will to a great extent depend on 
amount of pectin present in the fruit. Pectin is the gelatinous subst,» 
found in fruit which, combined with sugar and acid, causes the ja: 
jelly to set. This is preseat in greatest quantity when the fruit is 
under-ripe, and hardly exists when the fruit is over-ripe, 
essential to use the fruit when it is slightly under.ripe. 

Pectin can now be bought in bottles, and if this preparation is 
and the directions given with it are faithfully carried out, success wil! 
assured and much labour and time saved, because the jam, when ma | 
by this method, requires very little cooking. 

Method of Making 

Pick over all fruit carefally, rejecting any that is unsound. 
quickly through a colander. 

Place the prepared fruit in a preserving pan (with water if necessary 
and place over a very gentle heat till the juice begins to flow: the: 
increase the heat and bring to the boil. During this time put the suya 
in a moderate oven to get Warm—but not very hot—-leaving the oven doo: 
open. Boil the fruit for five minutes, then add the warmed sugar ani 
boil quickly till the jelly stage is reached--when a drop will hang from 
the stirring spoon; or test a few drops on a cold plate. It is ready if i 
sets or a thin skin forms over it. Start testing after twenty minutes. 
When it has gone off the boil, pour into warm, dry jars. A special jam 
funnel is useful for this purpose, and will prevent the edges and outsick 
of the jars becoming sticky. Fillthe pots quite full and cover at once. 
Label when cold and store in a dry, airy cupboard.

To Make Jelly. 

Cook the fruit till soft and the juice flows freely. Then pour into a 
jelly bag hung between chairs, and let the juice drain into a basin below.

When all the juice has straimed through (it can be left to drain overnight), 
measure and allow one pound of sugar to one pint of juice.

With the object of securing agreement on the basic principles of 
allocation and of preventing overlapping, the Committee is already 
in touch with similarly representative bodies in other Luropean countries 
and the U.S.A. 

A detailed declaration of policy will be made after a carefnl survey 
of the many problems arising out of the German Jewish persecutions has 
been completed.

The plan is intended to care for the youth who are left abso 
lutely without haope or ftutiure under the new re giine in Grerinany 
and is as follows: 

National branches in all countries shall be formed by dignitaries 
of all churches and denominations leading politicians and publi 
spirited citizens. There would be two branches in each country, 
one working for the Jews and one working for Christians of Jewish 
descent. The National branches would urge their respective Govern 
ments to let a number of these people settle in their own country, 
or, where a quota exists, to enlarge this quota. For instance, two 
thousand could be allowed annually for tlhe next three years in the 
larger countries; one thousand in more densely populated and 
sinaller countries; five hundred in the small countries. There 
would be variations according to the conditions of various countries. 

Kach member of the Emergeney Committee would be asked to 
undertake the responsibility of setting up one immigrant in the 
new country, professionally, and, if necessary, financially, so 
that they will not become public charges. All schools, colleges 
and universities would be urged to give -board and lodging and fre> 
tuition to at least one of these immigrants, who, as half-teacher, 
half-student would give something in exchange while preparing for 
service and work. 

Mr. Williams, likening the events in Germany to an earthquake, 
pointed out that nobody would refuse to help earthquake victims on 
account of unemployment at home. The older Jews must live out 
their broken Irves as best they might. Of young Jews, between one 
and three hundred thousand men and women were absolutely 
deprived of hope of a future. They, at least, must be dehvered. 
According to an estimate made by Mr. Williams, from what he had 
seen during his brief tour in Germany, three hundred Jews have 
been killed and threé thousand injured under the Nazi terror. 


Ort-Oze and German Refugees.

The Joint British Committee Ort-Oze in London have been

Professor Hermann Zondek, the well-known surgeon, who was 
dismissed from his hospital in Berlin because he is a Jew, has been 
invited by the Jewish Hospital in Warsaw to take charge of its 
Pathological Institute, established with the aid of the Jewish Joint 
Distribution Committee of America. The Polish Government Bank has 
sranted a special loan to enable the building to be completed, so that 
lrofessor Zondek can take charge of it. 

The representatives in Geneva of the Polish and Czecho-Slovakian 
(;overnments have announced that at the September session of the Assembly 
of the League of Nations they will demand the extension of the Minorities 
Treaties to all countries, including Germany. 

Hitler's one-time Jewish employer,.the builder and wall painter, Wolf 
(,utman. has arrived it} Warsaw. After heing arrested inh h and im- 
prisoned and beaten in Frankfurt. he informed his captors of his former 
relationship with Hitler, whereupen he was deported. 

The Argentine Committee ‘against the anti-Semitic Persecutions in 
Germany has launched a campaign for 500,000 Argentine dollars (£87,500 
at present rates of exchange). 

Egyptian Jewry has undertaken to raise £100,000 for the purpose of 
settling German Jews in Palestine. 

As a protest against the persecution of the Jews in Germany, Dr. K. M, 
Betling, a Christian Dutchman, who was the German Honorary Consul in 
Arnheim, has resigned from his post. 

The Societas Arti et Amicitiae, of Amsterdam, has sent a letter of 
sympathy and appreciation to Max Liebermann on his resignation from the 
Prussian Academy of Arts, associating themselves with his statement that 
“art, which knows only beauty as its highest law, has nothing to do with 
politics or race,” 

The Conference of the International Federation of Journalists at 
Budapest has adopted a resolution condemning the attitude adopted in 
Germany towards the Press, particularly the exclusion of journalists 
because they are Jews or Marxists. 

Bishop Balthasar, the Primate of the Hungarian Calvinist Church, to 
which the Regent, Admiral Horthy, belongs, expressed his abhorrence of 
the anti-Semitism in Germany, in receiving a deputation of the Jewish 
Community in Budapest. “l appreciate highly the patriotic Hungarian 
‘Jdews,’’ he said, “" who support our art and science and economic life. I 
View with disgust the anti-Semitic dragon’s harvest across our frontiers, 
Which I can only attribute to degenerate nerves and brains.” 


“WHAT HAVE THEY DONE?” 
Attack on the Deputies’ Silence. 
Mr. Holford Knight Criticises Jewish M.P’s. 


Criticism on the Jewish Board of Deputies was made by Mr. 
Mendel Wood, Chairman of the World Alliance at a Meeting of this 
body which was held at Frascati’s Restaurant on Tuesday evening. 
After surveying the work which the Alliance had done since the 
outbreak of the persecution in Germany, Mr. Wood said: “ The 
Deputies, in my opinion, are opposed to the activities of every 
Organisation that is doing something for the Jews, not only in 
Germany but throughout the world, if the work does not 
come in some way from the Board itself.” He maintained that 
this was a wrong attitude to adopt, because everything that was 
done in a spontaneous manner by sections of the community did 
some good in arousing public opinion against the German atrocities. 
Instead of the Board “slating’’ such work they should have 
encouraged it as much as possible. The result was foreseen a few 
months ago; a certain apathy had arisen and people had begun. to 
take the situation for granted. In Germany to-day the Jews were 
regarded as a second-grade people, and when Mr. Laski was asked 
what was he doing in the matter he replied “I cannot disclose 
it.” Mr. Wood asked the leaders of the Board to say openly 
whether they had done anything and if so, What they had done. 
He contended that it was because Mr. Laski and Mr. Montefiore had 
not come out frankly and said the only weapon left to them—that of 
boycott—must be put into force, that Jewry had not responded in 
the manner it should have done. The result was that the boycott 
was not the force it should be.

" The Leopard Has Not Changed its Spots.” 


In a leading article the DatLy HERALD says: In the early days of the 
Nazi terror Herr Hitler found in every country apologists who glibly argued 
that, after all, it was only a temporary phase. But the Nazi leopard has not 
‘hanged its spots. The terror continues. It is part and parcel of the Nazi 
philosophy. For the Government of a country in the condition in which 
Cermany finds itself there should be one task and one only—that of economic 
reconstruction. And—let us be just—there are in the Nazi programme 
‘lements of sanity, traces of a desire to grapple not unwisely with the economic 
problems which clamour for attention. But these are mere traces. The 
dominant characteristic is one of sheer madness—of insensate cruelty, of 
ferocious hatred against all that is best and sanest in the German peoy I>. 
Horr Hitler should realise that a Government that behaves thus, and which 
at the same time seeks for political and economic favours abroad is—mad. 


“Solemn Idiocy.” 

The NrWS-CHRONICLE says in a leading article: “he solemn 
\dioey of the Nazi movement in certain of its aspects almost defies 
belief. The Reich postal authorities are now engaging upon a 
‘esearch into the family histories of their 850,000 émployees, pre- 
simably to find out if any of them had Jewish grandmothers.

It 
is «a Startling illustration, at once laughable and deplorable, of the 
depths of imbecility into which tenth-rate minds, hag-ridden by a 
ixed idea, can fall. The African witch doctor, “ smelling out” his 
unfortunate victims, is a relatively respectable figure. He does not

The forty-first Annual Report was presented by Mr. R. Barrow: 
Sicree at the Annual Meeting held last Sunday at 149, Cheetham 
Hill Road. On behalf of the Board, he congratulated Mr. Nathan 
Laski on his approaching seventieth birthday. Mr. Laski, he said, 
was the only surviving founder of the Manchester Shechita Board 
forty-two vears ago. Referring to the year's work, the Chairman 
said that a great deal of success had been achieved by the Board and 
Reth Din in educating the Community in its duties and interests, 
particularly with regard to Kashrut. One source of opposition—in 
the poultry department of their work—still remained, but there was 
every hope of an-early and satisfactory solution. ‘In view of the 
discussion on the schedule of the Slaughter of Animals Bill in 
Parliameut the provision of an entirely satisfactory casting-pen 
had become of extreme importance. Mr. Sicree said that in the 
near future a demonstration would be given of a perfected pen 
which they hoped would be completely successful... On many 
occasions he had spoken of the disgraceful state of the Mikvot, 
and the time had arrived when an official Mikvah should be built 
by the Community. A representative meeting of the Community 
would be held to discuss the matter and raise a building fund. So 
far as charitable grants were concerned, the Board, he said, had kept 
up its reputation in spite of the extraordinary calls made on it 
during the vear. The: grants, however, could only be continued if 
the Community gave the Board the support due to it. Mr. Sicree 
expressed the thanks of the Board to their loyal body of Shochetim, 
to the Investigating Officer, Mr. H. J. Oppenheim and to the Clerk, 
Mr. M. Goldstone, for their good work. The Board was indebted to 
the members of the Beth Din; and they welcomed its new member, 
Kabbi Dr, H. Freedman. Thanks were also accorded to Rabbi 
Giolditch, Councillor D. Gouldman, Councillor A. Moss and other 
helpers. 

Mr. A. Alexander, a Treasurer, in presenting the Accounts, said 
that the surplus was £580. The repairs to the Bell Street poultry 
vard, costing £500, and the building of the new Broughton poultry 
vard, which would cost nearly £300, were heavy items of expenditure, 


but they visualised greatly increased revenue from them. The 
charitable donations during the vear amounted to £800, Mr. 
Alexander, in conclusion, said that he wished to combat the view

He 
achieves as ‘nsitive realism without effort, just as he makes the humorors 
points by an almost imperceptible emphasis of the bizarre, giving full value 
to that quaint and characteristic Jew.sh attitade to things which is af it dex 
to the whole Jewish philosophy of life. 

vobert Speaight gave an admirable performance as the voung Russian 
student, and lent sincere conviction to-the outburst against. brutish perse- 
cution which his year of Jewish life taught him was no exaggeration of a 
supersensitive race. Victor Lewisohn also gave a fine performance as the 
Jewish student. Particularly praiseworthy was his careful contrasting cf 
manner as against that of his young Russian friend. Glennis Lorimer lent 
charm to her version of Betty, which was played with an engaging ard 
frank youthfulness, and Master David K« sby won all hearts as Sion: keah.
